Journal of the Sixth Convocation 


Honolulu, May 29th, 1908. 


The Sixth Annual Convocation of the Missionary District 
of Honolulu was opened with Divine Service at St. Andrew’s 
Cathedral at 10 o’clock a. m. on the above date, the Bishop of 
the District being celebrant. The business sessions were held 
in the Sunday School building adjacent. The first meeting 
was called to order by the president, the Bishop, at 2:30 p. m. 
following. The roll of the clergy canonically connected with 
the District was called and a majority answered to their names. 
The Committee on Privilege then presented the following re- 
port on the certificates of Lay Delegates, which, on motion, 
was adopted: 


The Rt. Rev. H. B. Restarick, D.D., 
Bishop of Honolulu: 


Your Committee on Privilege having had under considera- 
tion the certificates of election and appointments to member- 
ship in this Convocation begs to report that the credentials 
of the following named gentlemen appear to be regular and 
correct, entitling them to seats in the Convocation, but your 
Committee reports that Mr. George Davies has been elected 
both from St. Augustine’s, Kohala, and from Papaaloa.

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The roll was then called. It appearing that more than a 
canonical majority were present the President declared the 
Convocation organized and ready for business. A list of 
parishes and missions delinquent in assessments and offer- 
ings, as shown by the Treasurer’s report, was then read 
by the secretary. No objection being raised to the seating 
of delegates from these parishes and missions the Convocation 
proceeded to the election of a secretary. The name of the 
retiring secretary having been placed in nomination and no 
others being received the nominations were declared closed 
and the assistant secretary was directed to cast the ballot of 
the Convocation for the former secretary, Rev. W. E. Potwine, 
who was thereupon declared duly elected. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LEGISLATION. 


On motion the Rules of Order were suspended and the fol- 
lowing report of the Committee on Legislation was received 
and considered section by section. When amended and cor- 
rected it was unanimously adopted for the immediate guidance 
of the Convocation: 


To the Convocation: 


Your Committee continued from last Convocation begs leave 
to report that it has performed the work entrusted to it in the 
matter of revision of the Constitution and Canons and pre- 
sented the revised draft to the Bishop, who secured for them 
the approval of the House of Bishops. It also submits to this 
Convocation the following “Order of Business” together with 
revised Rules of Order.

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ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


1. Every Convocation shall be opened with the celebration 
of Divine Service, including the Holy Communion. The 
Preacher shall be appointed by the Ecclesiastical authority un- 
less the Bishop or the Bishop Coadjutor shall give a charge. 

2. Calling the Roll of the Clerical members of the Con- 
vocation. 

3. Report of Committee on Privilege relating to certificates 
of Lay delegates. 

4. Calling the Roll of the Lay members of the Convoca- 
tion. 

5. A constitutional quorum (one-third of the clergy entitled 
to seats, and lay delegates from one-fifth of the congregations 
entitled to representation in the Convocation) heing present, 
the President shall declare the Convocation organized for busi- 
ness, which shall proceed in the following order: 

6. Election of Secretary, who may appoint an assistant, 
subject to the approval of the Convocation. 

7. The appointment of inspectors of election, one Clergy- 
man, and one Layman for the Clerical votes, and one Clergy- 
man and one Layman for the Lay votes. 

8. Reports of Committees, provided always that the 
Finance Committee may defer its reports until the Treasur- 
ers’ reports are received. 

g. The President shall appoint the Council of Advice and 
the following Standing Committees, which shall continue in 
office until their successors are appointed: 

(a) A Committee on the State of the Church, to which 
shall be referred the Parochial Reports, the subject of Mis- 
sions, and the other work of the Church. . 

(b) A Committee on Legislation, to which shall be referred 
all proposed alterations and amendments to the Constitution 
and Canons, of at least two Clergymen and two Laymen. 

(c) A Committee on Privilege, to which shall be referred 
the Clerical and Lay claims for a seat in the Convocation, two 
Clergymen and two Laymen. 

(d) A Committee on Finance, to which shall be referred 
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the accounts of the Treasurer of different funds, one Clergy- 
man and two Laymen. 

(e) A Committee on Unfinished Business, one Clergyman 
and two Laymen. 

10. Receiving the report of the Board of Directors. 

11. Receiving the report of the Treasurer of the Board of 
Directors. 

12. Receiving the report of the Cathedral Chapter. 

13. Receiving the reports of the Treasurer of the Convoca- 
tion, of the Board of Missions and of the Episcopate Fund. 

14. Receiving the reports of other treasurers of the Mis- 
sionary District. 

15. The election of the Delegates and Provisional Dele- 
gates to the General Convention, and other elective officers :— 


(a) Board of Directors. 

(b) Treasurers of (1) Convocation, (2) Board of Mis- 
sions, (3) Episcopate Fund, (4) Aged and Infirm 
Clergy Fund, (5) Foreign and Domestic Mission 
Fund.

18. If the prescribed order of business should not have 
been gone through with, in one day, the first business on the 
succeeding day shall be, the Reading of the Minutes of the 
previous day’s business, and calling over the names of mem- 
bers not present on preceding day; provided that the Calling 
of the Roll shall not be necessary on the second day, unless 
demanded by a member of the Convocation. 

19. Before the final rising of the Convocation, the Minutes 
shall be read and approved. 

20. The Convocation shall close with prayers and benedic- 
tion by the presiding officer. 
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RULES OF ORDER. 


1. No member shall speak more than twice in the same 
debate, without leave of the house. 

2. A question once determined shall not again be brought 
before the house unless on a motion of reconsideration made 
by one of the majority. 

3. When a question is under consideration, no motion 
shall be received, unless to lay it on the table, to postpone it 
to a certain time, to postpone it indefinitely, to commit it, to 
amend it, or to divide it; and motions for any of these pur- 
poses shall have precedence in the order herein named. The 
motions to lay upon the table and to adjourn shall be decided 
without debate. The motion to adjourn shall always be in 
order. 

4. All amendments shall be considered in the order in 
which they are moved, or a substitute motion may be received. 

5. All questions of order shall be decided by the Chair, 
without debate, but any member may appeal from such deci- 
sion. 

6. No motion shall be considered as before the house unless 
it be seconded, and reduced to writing. 

7. The reports of all committees shall be in writing, and 
shall be received without motion of acceptance, unless recom- 
mitted by a vote of the house. 


Resuming under the new order of business the President 
then appointed inspectors of election as follows: The Rev. 
Messrs. Kong and Hall and Messrs. W. A. Greenwell and 
L:. M. Vettleson. 

Presentation of reports being in order the following was 
presented by the Educational Committee, and, on motion, was 
adopted: 


EDUCATIONAL COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 
The Rt. Rev. H. B. Restarick, -_D.D., 
Bishop of Honolulu: 


Your Committee on Education begs leave to report that as 
far as can be judged from statistics, the Church is doing more 
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for the cause of Christian education in these islands than ever 
before. This is as it should be, for there is probably no better 
hand maid to religion than education, opening the mind to the 
Christian principles which underlie our civilization. The in- 
fluence, far out of proportion to their numbers, which has 
been exerted by Christian Chinese boys returning to their na- 
tive land, has been due to the fact that not only their Chris- 
tianity, but their education as well, has been the result of their 
contact with the Church and all that the Church stands for. 

The schools also serve the Church in bringing many who 
otherwise would not be found within the reach of the clergy 
and Christian workers. This is happily illustrated in the Jap- 
anese department, of Iolani, where Mr. Fukao is constantly 
securing catachumens from among the pupils. 

Your Committee feels that it is a matter for congratulation 
that the new Priory will soon be a fact instead of a fancy, and 
that thereby the scope and work of this splendid institution 
will be enlarged. Such splendid quarters and improved equip- 
ment as the new plans propose cannot but draw many to this 
school which already has so large a patronage throughout the 
Islands. 

Tolani School has a total enrollment about equal to that of 
last year, but including somewhat fewer boarders and more 
day pupils. This is not altogether in line with the aim and 
purpose of the school, which is, not only or merely to give its 
boys an education, but rather to instill into them, through 
contact with consecrated Christian men, those principles of 
honesty, honor and manliness, which shall make them good cit- 
izens and strong churchmen. [Iolani is handicapped in the com- 
petition with other schools by the meagerness of the campus 
and the incompleteness of equipment in some lines. How- 
ever, plans are on foot for enlarging the play ground. New 
desks have been ordered for two rooms which are still fur- 
nished with the old fashioned benches. 

Aside from the Priory and lolani, which are Diocesan 
schools, there are six private or parochial schools, all of which 
give regular religious instruction. 
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Turning to the Sunday Schools, your Committee finds cause 
for much congratulation. The attendance at St. Andrew’s 
Cathedral Sunday School has increased one hundred per cent. 
A new Hawaiian Sunday School has been inaugurated and in 
a remarkably short time, an enrollment of 63 pupils and 7 
teachers has been secured, which is evidence of the fact that 
the time was fully ripe for such a movement. The Rev. Mr. 
Simpson is to be congratulated on this splendid showing. In 
a number of the outlying missions large gains are reported, 
while a few report a loss. 

Thinking it would be of interest to the convention your 
Committee has compiled a statistical sheet, showing the actual 
number _of individuals under instruction. Comparisons with 
total from last year’s reports show a most gratifying condi- 
tion. ; 

Your Committee feels that the interests of the Diocesan 
schools, Iolani and the Priory, should be furthered by the 
Church people and especially by the clergy throughout the 
Islands. Names of possible or prospective students sent to 
the respective principals would greatly aid in the work of 
securing recruits from year to year. The chairman of this 
Committee will, in the early part of the summer, visit the 
other islands in the interests of both these schools and will 
appreciate any aid that may be given in locating desirable boys 
and girls.

Proceeding under the head of “Reports,” the acting secre- 
tary of the Board of Directors then presented the following 
report of its meetings and business during the year: 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


The first meeting of the Board of Directors as appointed 
by the last Convocation was held on July 29th, 1907. 

Meetings.—During the year eight meetings have been held, 
at two of which no business was transacted owing to the lack 
of a quorum. 

Treasurer.—Mr. Henry Smith was re-elected to the Treas- 
urership, a position which he has ably filled for many years. 

Books.—The Board, while in no way criticising the manner 
in which the accounts have been dealt with in the past, are 
of the strong conviction that a proper set of books should be’ 
opened with as little delay as possible in order that a full 
statement of the affairs and property of the Diocese may be 
readily available and also to protect themselves in case of any 
inspection of their accounts by the courts. This applies more 
particularly to the proper segregation of the capital accounts. 

Map.—A new map of the Cathedral grounds and of the 
adjoining property has been executed and will be a valuable 
reference in connection with the erection of new buildings on 
the premises. ; 

Priory.—During the year and after long and protracted cor- 
respondence the Board is able to report that the Priory prop- 
erty has at length been transferred to their names. They de~ 
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sire to draw particular attention to the able part played by the 
Chancellor in this transaction. 

Property.—During the year the Board are able to report a 
considerable increase to the value of their property, principally 
in the shape of the additions recently made to the Cathedral 
itself, which additions have cost more than $20,000.00. 

Besides this a new parsonage is in course of erection at 
Wailuku, where it has been sorely needed for some time. Most 
if not all of the money is in hand and the work is well under 
way. Certain alterations and improvements are in contempla- 
tion at Lahaina, but the Board are awaiting a report from the 
Rey. L. Kroll on the subject. 

In addition to the above the buildings of the new Parish 
House are steadily rising, and will doubtless be formally pre- 
sented to the Board by the donors during the current year. 
And finally plans for new Priory buildings are now under con- 
sideration and it is hoped that ere long the existing dilapida- 
tions will be a thing of the past, and a handsome pile of build- 
ings will take their place, worthy of the other buildings belong- 
ing to the Diocese in their vicinity.

REPORT OF TREASURERS. 
Honolulu, T. H., 27th May, 1908. 


The President of Convocation, 
Honolulu, 


Sir:—To accompany my report of the accounts of the Con- 
vocation Fund, I desire to make certain suggestions as Treas- 
urer of the Diocese. 

Financial Estimates: .The expenses of the Convocation 
printing having increased, as well as the requirements of the 
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Board of Directors, an increase must be made in the Fund 
provided for Convocation Expenses. I therefore recommend 
that the Board of Equalization should arrange for an assess- 
ment of $250.00 for “Convocation Expenses” in addition to 
any special disbursements—such as for a safe—which Con- 
vocation may order. 

I have received no notification of change in the amount of 
the levy, $300.00, made on the Diocese by the General Board 
of Missions. 

Collections for Missions: While $300.00 is levied on the 
Diocese, and the Board of Equalization distributes this 
amongst the Parishes and Missions, it is my understanding 
that this is to be looked upon as a minimum, and not as con- 
stituting the maximum desired from such Parish or Mission. 
It is the practice apparently of some of our Clergy to order 
the remittance to the Treasurer of the exact amount of this 
assessment for General Missions, from the general funds of 
that Parish or Mission. In such cases, there is no opportunity 
for a special missionary offertory, to which the members of 
the Congregation might contribute as their hearts were 
touched. It would appear tg me that the intent of the Church ° 
is that such special offertory shall be made—due notice being 
given thereof—but that if it shall not come up to the minimum 
assessment, the deficiency shall be made up from the General 
Parish Funds. 

As I shall not be a candidate for the position of Treasurer 
this coming year, owing to my intended departure from Ho- 
nolulu, I desire to recommend Convocation to follow the prece- 
dent of appointing the same individual as Treasurer of Con- 
vocation, of the Episcopate Fund and of the Diocesan Board 
of Missions. 

General Clergy Relief Fund: I enclose notices from the 
Trustees of this Fund which I desire to lay before Convoca- 
tion. 

There seems to be no regular system of contribution to this 
Fund from this Diocese. It will be noticed that only two of 
our Parishes appear to have contributed during the past year.

REPORT OF TREASURER OF EPISCOPATE FUND. 
Honolulu, April 30th, 1908. 
To the President of Convocation: 


Sir:—I beg to hand you herewith my report of the Epis- 
copate Fund for the year ending this date. 

The English Fund still remains invested there in British 
Government Consols. The price quoted on these on April oth 


* Receipt not yet to hand. 
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in the “Times” is 873%, which shows a gain of several points 
since last year. In 1905 the price of Consols was 9134%, and 
it would seem wise therefore to leave a standing instruction 
with the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel to sell 
when the quotation rises so as to net us 90% ona sale. The 
formalities have all been complied with, so that the Society 
for the Propagation of the Gospel will act at any time on 
receipt of instructions from Bishop Restarick. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Henry Smith, Treasurer of the Corporation 
of the Diocese here, continues to draw drafts on the Society 
for the Propagation of the Gospel for the interest as it comes 
due, which interest is accounted for by me as income of the 
Episcopate Fund. 

When Bishop Restarick was in New York last he obtained 
the verbal assent of the General Board of Missions to the in- 
come of this fund being credited to Capital Account, until 
such time as the loss due to selling the Consols at under par 
had been made up. As the income from these Consols is, 
roughly, $250, it will take, roughly, four years to accomplish 
this if the Consols are sold at 90%: 

I suggest that the proceeds of these Consols, when sold, be 
made up to $10.000 before reverting to a standing instruction 
to account to New York for the income of the Fund as part of 
the Bishop of Honolulu’s stipend. 

It remains for me to mention in closing that the Cash Bal- 
ance of the Capital Account of the Fund is placed on deposit 
with the First American Savings & Trust Co. of Hawaii, Ltd., 
and transfers are made to Capital Account from Income Ac- 
count whenever an even amount of $100 is available.

C. R. Hemenway were received. There being no other nomi- 
nations, and the above being the required number, the secre- 
tary was instructed to cast the ballot of the Convocation for 
these gentlemen; whereupon they were declared duly elected.

C. F. Clemons for time and legal services freely given by him 
to this Missionary District as Chancellor.” 

Proceeding with elections, nominations were called for the 
Board of Missions. The names of Rev. Messrs. Simpson, Pot- 
wine and Mr. Thos. Sharp were presented. No others being 
received the secretary was instructed to cast the ballot of the 
Convocation for these gentlemen, whereupon they were de- 
clared duly elected. 

The President then called for nominations for the Ecclesias- 
tical Court as provided by Canon. The names of the Rev. 
Canon John Usborne and Mr. W. A. Greenwell were presented 
for election to fill the three-year term. No others being re- 
ceived the secretary was instructed to cast the ballot of the 
Convocation for these gentlemen, whereupon they were de- 
clared duly elected.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF 
MISSIONS. 


To the President of the Convocation: 


Three meetings of the Board of Missions have been held 
during the year. In the absence of the Bishop, Mr. Geo. P. 
Denison was elected chairman, and the Rev. W. E. Potwine 
secretary. 

The Board took under advisement various methods for rais- 
ing funds for missionary work carried on by the Bishop. 

At the second meeting it was decided to circulate five hun- 
dred extra copies of the Advent number of the Church Chron- 
icle, that issue containing matter relating especially to Church 
extension. The expense of issuing these extra copies, together 
with postage on the same, and the expense of sending printed 
postals, in advance, to the persons receiving the paper, calling 
attention thereto, was voluntarily borne by the chairman of 
the Board. It is believed that as a result of these efforts the 
offerings in some congregations were measurably increased.

The Committee on the State of the Church being ready to 
report then presented the following, which was adopted and 
placed on file: 
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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF 
THE CHURCH, 1908. 


Your Committee has examined the reports from the various 
Parishes and Missions of the District, and finds that there is 
ground for much encouragement; that, in comparing the fol- 
lowing total figures for 1908 with those of the previous year, 
there is in every case an increase—except in the case of Bible 
Class attendants, and in that, we believe, omissions have been 
made in some of the returns, which account for the apparent 
retrogression :

These figures will not be found to agree with the totals 
printed in the Journal, since the figures for the previous year 
have been taken in one or two cases where the reports came 
in too late for use by the committee. 

The increase in baptized adherents is well distributed, only 
three Parishes showing a decrease. 

We note that five more Sunday Schools are reported this year 
than last, viz.: Christ Church, Kona; Holy Trinity, Honolulu ; 
St. Mary’s, Moiliili, Honolulu; St. Andrew’s, Hawaiian, Ho- 
nolulu, and St. Stephen’s, Waialua. The formation of these 
schools added 172 to the numbers of Sunday School scholars 
enrolled. There has been a gain to the schools feported last 
year of an enrollment of 78. It may be mentioned that the 
Sunday School of St. Andrew’s Priory, which does not report 
to this Convention, has an enrollment of 8 teachers and 62 
scholars, so that the total enrollment for the Sunday Schools 
of the District is: Teachers, 78; pupils, 884. 

Can we not show a thousand pupils next year? 
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We are gratified to observe the entrance of the Japanese 
work into the reports under the names of Holy Trinity Mis- 
sion, Honolulu, and St. Mary’s, Moiliili, Honolulu. 


Special notice may well be taken of the increase shown by 
the Hawaiian Congregation of the Cathedral; St. Elizabeth’s, 
Honolulu; St. Augustine's, Kohala: the Good Shepherd, Wai- 
luku, and at Paauilo and Papaaloa. 


As instancing that increase of sympathy with Christians of 
other names, which is one of the encouraging signs of the 
times everywhere, it has come to our knowledge that*one of 
our clergy has had the mutual privilege of ministering to a 
congregation not of this Church during the absence of its 
Own minister. 

The continued growth of the District outside the Cathedral 
Parish is shown by the ratio of communicants in the Cathedral 
Parish to the whole number of communicants—the proportion 
now being 382% whereas last year it was 43% and in 1902 
about 50%. 

Your Committee has had some difficulty in making a satis- 
factory report, the work being delayed through the failure of 
many Parishes and Missions to send in their reports at the 
specified time—May 15. We wouid call the attention of the 
clergy to the fact that the absence of even one report may 
seriously hamper the committee in its work, and a belated 
report, if used at all, necessitates a revision of work already 
done. 

Another difficulty has been that in only a few of the reports 
was any use made of the “Remarks” column. Last year this 
Committee requested that a fuller use of this column be made, 
to the end that matters not of a statistical nature, but useful 
to an accurate view of the State of the Church, might be 
brought to the notice of the Committee. This Committee 
must repeat that request. And if this present report seems to 
be lacking in accounts of events, or work done, which show 
progress in the various Parishes and Missions, it is largely due 
to this failure to make use of the “Remarks” column of the 
parochial reports, and the lateness of return of the reports. 

Your Committee feel that in order to obtain an accurate 
view of the State of the Church in these Islands, there is need

of a better and more definite form of parochial report. The 
present form gives the numerical strength of the Church in the 
numbers of baptized, confirmed and communicant members. 
It shows what is being done by the clergy in providing ser- 
vices and religious instruction for the members of the Church 
in the records of the number of services held, and the number 
of the Sunday School scholars enrolled, and it shows, to some 
extent, in its financial columns, the interest taken by the 
people in the material welfare of the Church; but, except in 
so far as it may be inferred from this latter, there is not one 
thing to show how much the people of the Church are making 
use of the instruction, services, and sacraments of the Church 
provided for them. It may be objected that the number of 
baptisms and confirmations will show this. But it is hardly 
safe to rely upon these when it is well known that there is a 
large class of people who, while neglecting public worship, 
and support of the Church, still hold to her sufficiently to come 
for baptism, confirmation, marriage, or burial at her hands. 

In order to arrive at a conclusion as to the people’s use of 
the Church’s provision for them it is necessary, in the opinion 
of your Committee, that the present form of parochial report 
be so altered as to show the average attendance at each class 
of service held, and at the Sunday School, and Bible Class. 


Such an arrangement showing— 

1. The average attendance at the chief service on Sunday; 

2. The average attendance at service on other days; 

3. The average number receiving at the late celebration of 
Holy Communion; 

4. The average attendance at the early celebration of Holy 
Communion ; 

5. The average attendance at Sunday School; 

6. The average attendance at Bible Class; 
would perhaps be the best test of the effectiveness of the work 
done. 

The number of communicants does not tell the whole story 
—one may be a communicant and attend Church, perhops, 
twice a year. 

The number of services held does not tell the whole story— 
a clergyman may have, practically, as many services as he 
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wishes and, at the same time, the great bulk of his people 
neglect public worship altogether. 

Nor is the total enrollment of a Sunday School enough; 
there may be 75 on the roll, but an attendance of 25. 

Again, in the case of those statistics which require a total 
number to be given, it should be clearly shown that the num- 
ber on a certain specific date is meant; and there should be no 
ambiguity as to the date on which the count is to be made. 

In view of these facts your Committee recommends that 
the matter of drawing up a form of parochial report, to include 
the items above suggested and such other matter as may be 
judged necessary, be referred to a special committee with 
power to act, and (subject to the approval of the Bishop) 
to issue a form of report, said report to be, when issued, turned 
in by all Parishes and Missions quarterly, and used by the 
Cenimittee on the State of the Church for forming the basis 
of a study, throughout the year of the progress of the Parishes 


and Missions.

Apropos of the matter of supplementary reports it was, on 
motion of Mr. Gunn, Resolved, That there be quarterly supple- 
mentary reports concerning the spiritual condition of the 
Parishes and Missions, not to be embodied in the annual re- 
ports of the same. 

On motion it was Resolved, That the Convocation hereby 
expresses its thanks to the Board of Missions of New York 
for the Men’s Thank Offering gift of $10,000, reported by the 
Bishop, for the erection of new Priory buildings. 

On call the secretary of the Council of Advice then read the 
following abstract of the proceedings of that body during the 


year: 
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ABSTRACT OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUN-. 
CIL OF ADVICE, 


To the President of the Convocation: 


The Council of Advice has held three meetings during the 
year. At the first; held Jan. 31st, the (Rev. Canon John 
Usborne was elected president and the Rev. W. E. Potwine 
secretary. 

The Council, as requested, took into consideration the ap- 
plication of Mr. P. T. Fukao for a testimonial, recommending 
him as a candidate for Holy Orders. A defect appearing in 
one of his papers, they were referred back to him for correc- 
tion. 

At the second meeting, held Feb. 3d, the business pending 
from the previous meeting was taken under discussion. The 
Bishop, being present, was invited to give the Council any 
information in his possession bearing on the sttbiect. He then 
submitted a written statement interpreting the Canon, setting 
forth facts known to him and pointing what seemed to him 
the duty of the Council. After further discussion it was, on 
motion, resolved to grant the request of the applicant for a 
testimonial, and the same was formally signed by a majority 
of the Council, and delivered to the Bishop. 

At the third meeting, held April 25th, the advice of the 
Council in changing the date of holding the next Convocation 
was asked, and on motion, the consent of the Council was 
given to the postponement proposed by the Bishop. The sec- 
retary was also instructed to prepare the above abstract: of 
proceedings,

In accordance with its previous resolution the Convocation 
met at the same place at 5 p. m. on the above date to transact 
any remaining unfinished business. 

The minutes of previous sessions were read, corrected and 
approved. 

The secretary then read a supplementary report of the 
Treasurer, which, on motion, was received and ordered in- 
corporated with his first report. 

The names of Mr. Alex. Karratti, Mr. Chas. Booth and Mr. 
D. H. Hitchcock, delegates not previously present, were now 
called. 

On motion of Rev. W. H. Bliss, seconded by Mr. Clive 
Davies, the following was adopted by a unanimous vote: 

“Resolved, That this Convocation, in behalf of the whole 
Missionary District does hereby put on record a vote of thanks 
to those gentlemen by whose Christian generosity the in- 
debtedness on the Cathedral has been wiped out; and, that 
their action be construed as a vote of confidence, in which 
the Convocation heartily concurs, in the splendid work and 
administration of our beloved Bishop ; and, further, that this 
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Convocation hereby expresses its thanks to the Bishop for 
the timely charge which he delivered in the Cathedral on the 
31st of May.” 

On motion the secretary was given discretion as to the 
number of copies of the Journal to have printed. 

On motion it was “Resolved, That the congregations reported 
delinquent in canonical offerings the past year be required to 
make up such delinquency during the present conciliar year.” 


No further business appearing after prayer and the blessing 
by the Bishop, on motion the Convocation adjourned sine die.

Bishop’s Address 


SIXTH ANNUAL ADDRESS OF RT. REV. HENRY 
BOND RESTARICK, D.D., TO THE 
CON, VOCATION. 


My dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 

On this sixth Annual Meeting of the Convocation of the 
Missionary District of Honolulu, I cannot but recall that since 
my consecration in July, 1902, seventeen Bishops of the Amer- 
ican Church have departed this life. Four of these died dur- 
ing the past year. 

The Rt. Rev. George Worthington, the Bishop of Nebraska, 
who had given up the work of his diocese in 1899 on account 
of his health. He died in Europe, having been appointed last 
year to the charge of the American Churches on that Con- 
tinent. 

The Rt. Rev. Leighton Colman, Bishop of Delaware, a man 
intensely interested in Church Unity and one, who to come 
in touch with men, each year took long tramps through the 
country where he was unknown. 

The Rt. Rev. Henry Y. Satterlee, who after a most success- 
ful work at Calvary Parish, New York, was elected the first 
Bishop of Washington in 1896. There his splendid work in 
connection with a Cathedral worthy of a place in the National 
Capital made him well known to the entire Church. Bishop 
Satterlee was on the Committee of the Board of Missions 
which had charge of the affairs of this Missionary District. 
He was a good friend of these islands and after his death I 
received a letter written by him a few days before he was 
taken away to the secretary of the Board stating his hearty 
appreciation of a report which I had made. 

The Rt. Rev. Ellison Capers of South Carolina, who was a 
Colonel in the Confederate Army and later Secretary of State, 
which office he gave up to enter Holy Orders. He was a faithful 
priest and a faithful Bishop in his native State, which he served in 
the Army and in the Church. May light perpetual shine upon 
them, in their “Rest from their earthly labors.” 
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In the Church at large the Missionary work is more and 
more emphasized and the forward mov ement among the Laity 
is a most hopeful sign. We here have always paid more than 
Our apportionment. Our object should be to send as much as 
possible to the Board. I believe that, counting the Sunday 
School offerings, we shall have sent this year over $800 to the 
Board of General Missions. This does not include the money 
given to the Men’s Thank Offering nor through the Woman's 
Auxiliary nor the amount given to Diocesan Missions. 

There has been a feeling of unrest among some men in the 
Church in the fear that the action taken in the last General 
Convention in regard to Canon 1g had in some way relaxed 
the position of the Church as to Holy Orders. As a matter 
of fact the fear has been entirely unfounded. There is no 
more conservative body than the General Convention and it 
is folly to think that the Bishops would think of tampering 
with the fundamental principles of the Church. I know what 
was intended by the House of Bishops in the Canon as it 
stands. I know because the purpose and meaning were clearly 
stated and understood in the House of Bishops. The inten- 
tion was to regulate what had been done by many clergy 
without Canonical regulation—that is, that on special occa- 
sions, at special services, addresses can be made in Churches 
by other Christian men than clergy. The Canon provides 
that the Bishop alone can give permission for such addresses 
to be made. It is deeply to be regretted that in certain quar- 
ters there is great concern in regard to this Canon. It is 
strange how ‘fearful some men are for the ark of God. It is 
true that warm earnest advocacy of questions and keen dif- 
ferences of opinion are marks of a living Church. But a true 
faith holds to the idea that God will guide the Church to 
what is best and does not get panic stricken because a Canon 
is passed. 

The action of a few men here and there should not alarm. 
Our part is to go on doing our work in the quietness and con- 
fidence and patience that come from a living faith in Christ 
and His Church. 

And now to our local affairs. You rejoice with me that we 
meet today: in our Cathedral—the Cathedral of the people of 
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this island Diocese. We owe it to those who have preceded 
us that in spite of great difficulties they held on to the idea 
that the building should be a good one, of good design and 
honest material and of the best workmanship procurable. 
Day by day while I watched this building being constructed I 
realized that those who had charge of the construction of the 
choir and first two bays had to struggle against difficulties. 
It was true that they had the cut stone brought here; it could 
not have been worked in the islands at that time. But the 
difficulties were great even then. We regret that our pre- 
decessors were obliged to change the plan and leave out the 
transepts, but we are thankful that they gave us what they 
did, and to Kamehameha the Fourth, who gave the land; to 
Kamehameha the Fifth, who laid the corner stone; to Queen 
Emma who procured so large an amount of the needed funds; 
to Bishop Willis, who saw so largely to the work, and to the 
building committee, some of whom are still living in Hono- 
lulu while some have passed away from this world ;—is due 
from us honor and gratitude. 

The lay members of the present Building Committee gave 
freely of their thought, their time and labor to the work, whici 
was delegated to them, and have turned over to the Diocese 
a building in which you can take honest pride as being in this 
day of shams and imitations, a structure which stands for 
truth. A church or a school or public: building, but above 
all a church, should stand not for deception but for honesty 
and truth in construction and material. Ruskin in his “Seven 
Lamps of Architecture” deals with the subject at length. He 
says: “The meagerness of poverty may be pardoned, but: what 
is there but scorn for the meanness of deception. Surface 
deceits as to material is dishonesty of the grossest kind and 
is sufficient reason for its absolute and unconditional sur- 
fender,’ 

The only thing which may appear as a sham are the walls 
separating the sanctuary from the ambulatory. These are of 
wood. They should speedily be replaced with stone, and the 
sanctuary and choir floors should be made of stone or tiles or 
some suitable material. There are manv opportunities in the 
Cathedral for the presentation of memorials of the departed, 
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all of which would be useful and would serve to beautify the 
House of God, which should have in it offerings of the best 
material and the best workmanship which we can procure. 

The stone Altar, which stands for dignity and permanence 
and not for any theory of the Eucharist, is in place and a 
gift of a font cover and Ewer are an illustration of what can 
be done. 

The cost of the Cathedral as it existed in 1902 was $68,790. 
There has been expended since on improvements, seats, light- 
ing, building, the sum of $27,000, bringing up the cost at the 
present time to about $96,000, exclusive of the gift of the land 
by King Kamehameha IV. 

Adjoining the Cathedral the Theophilus Harris Davies 
Memorial Building grows every day and begins to show 
what it will be when completed. In another direction the old 
picturesque buildings of St. Andrew’s Priory are doomed, for 
there is $25,000 in sight for the new structure, $10,000 of 
which came from the Men’s Thank Offering. 

I suggest that on next Easter Day, throughout the Diocese, 
an offering be taken for a Bishop’s House. It is a necessity 
and my mind is directed to the matter by the fact that the 
Bishop will soon have to move from the house which he 
occupies, in order to make room for the new building of St. 
Andrew’s Priory. 


But it is not at the Cathedral alone where signs of progress 
are shown. St. Clement’s has paid off more of its debt; St. 
Peter’s has added to its church furnishings; St. Elizabeth’s 
is paying off a small debt upon its lodging house. At Lahaina 
the church has been painted within and without and furniture 
has been added. At Wailuku on Monday in Easter Week the 
tearing down of the old parsonage was commenced, the money 
having been raised for a new one to cost $2000. At Hilo the 
money is on hand for a new church and a thousand dollars 
has been paid on what was due on the lot. Improvements 
have been made at the other points on the island of Hawaii. 
At St. Paul’s Church, Makapala, Kohala, a house has been 
built for the Rev. Woo Yee Bew, the Guild of which has been 
interested in providing this Chinese priest with a residence. 

During the year the deed has been received for the land on 
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which the school buildings of St. Andrew’s Priory stand. This 
has been deeded to the Church Corporation by the Society of 
the Holy Trinity in England with the consent of the Charity 
Commissioners. 

The property was at one time held in trust by the late Dr. 
Pusey and was set apart for the school in the presence of Miss 
Sellon, the founder of the Society in 1867. The only charge 
attending the transfer was that of the solicitor’s fee, which 
was paid by a friend in New York. 

Another large gift came from the Men’s Thank Offering. 
It was $10,000 toward the building fund of St. Andrew’s 
Priory. This, with the $15,000 which has been subscribed in 
the islands by generous friends, will, we believe, enable us to 
commence building at an early date. 


As to the spiritual condition of the Church, if the members 
who made their Easter Communion is any indication then we 
have reason to feel encouraged. From almost every place 
came the report “We had on Easter Day more Communicants 
than ever before in our history.” The increase of Communi- 
cants during the year in the whole Diocese was 12%. Every 
station, except two, reported an increase, and the cause in 
these two cases was that the names of those who never came 
to Church were omitted. These have the right to be Com- 
municants, but they are not practically such. Our reports 
tell only of men and women who have been to the Holy; Com- 
munion within a reasonable time. The numbers we report 
show a real and not a paper strength. If this method were 
followed by the various Christian bodies of the Islands, we 
should have a more nearly correct idea of religious conditions 
in Hawaii than we have now. As I go about I take a keen 
interest in the state of religion among the people and I make 
inquiries of all who are likely to know anything concerning 
the matter. I have the statistics which are published and I 
ask Pastor and People here and there as to attendance and 
other matters which would indicate religious interest. I re- 
joice when I find activity and growth, I am sad when I see 
scant congregations and hear of conditions which show neg- 
lect of religious life. 

Let me speak of others first—not to compare but to see 
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what conditions are. Not to blame others, not to say, “We 
are better than you or we know how to work better than you,” 
but to learn and to see whether the Church has that which 
can assist in changing conditions if we have earnest men of 
the clergy and of the laity consecrated to God to do her work. 

As I go about the Islands I find for instance a native con- 
gregation reporting nearly one hundred and thirty members. 
I make inquiries and find that on an average eight to ten are 
in attendance outside of the members of a boarding school 
near by. In another place I find a congregation reported with 
over two hundred members where thirty attend on an average. 
I am not stating that this is the fault of anyone, but that it is 
a sad fact. At other places I find similar conditions. Again I 
find in papers that there are many Koreans reported as Chris- 
tians in the Islands, but I find also on careful inquiry that this 
Christianity is usually of the most nominal kind. Quite a 
number who have been baptized have come to me or some of 
our clergy and on enquiry we find that they know nothing 
about the Christian religion. When we have asked them 
about prayer they say they have never been taught to pray. 
When we ask them whether they had been instructed before 
baptism they say, “No, we were asked whether we believed in 
Jesus and wanted to be baptised and we said ‘yes’.” They had 
hardly any idea of what they were doing. This certainly does 
harm instead of good, however it may swell numbers. 

Our Oriental work is not as large it it should be, but I 
know that any Oriental confirmed by me has been well in- 
structed in the Christian religion. He knows what he is about 
and has not been hurried. We have Korean communicants 
of whom I am proud and we have Japanese who have stood 
the test of persecution. Of our Chinese I need say nothing, 
many of them are known to vou. 

Again as to numbers, the Mormons claim many adherents 
among the Hawaiians. The tiny meeting places in the coun- 
try do not seem to indicate much strength except at the time 
of a luau. One thing I can say and that is the Mormons in 
their settlements do get the people to be industrious, which is 
most commendable. Their industrial teaching is practical and 
real and not play. 
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With ourselves what are conditions? If the communicants 
reported at any place were present each Lord's Day every 
church would be well filled. But what are the facts—a half 
of them, often two-thirds of them, are not present. If we go 
to our own Cathedral and to the two largest Protestant places 
of worship in Honolulu, on any Sunday morning and compare 
the number present with the reported membership of each, 
there would be a great disparity. The fact is, omitting the 
Roman Catholic churches and a few others, the average con- 
gregations attending places of worship are miserably small. 
Many sons of old families, whose fathers helped to make the 
Islands what they are, are seldom or never seen at public wor- 
ship. Religious conditions if judged by church attendance are, 
in most places, in a bad way. The Roman Catholic churches 
do not lack congregations as a rule, though even theyi find it 
hard to get the Hawaiians to be regular in attendance. And 
yet this smali attendance at Protestant churches very often 
exists side by side with a well attended Sunday School. 

It is a sad-and depressing sight to me to see the children 
going home after Sunday School, just as the people are com- 
ing to Church. It is my deliberate and cénfirmed conviction 
that the modern Sunday Schools are responsible largely for 
the neglect of worship. Where are the children at Church? 
Go into an English church and you see the children with the 
parents. Go into an ordinary American church and you see 
hardly. a child in the building. The work done in the Sunday 
School is largely an intellectual process. The children learn 
nothing of worship. Go toa Roman Catholic church and there 
find the children worshipping, and they continue to worship 
when they grow up. In September I hope to inaugurate at 
the Cathedral a short session of Sunday School, then, if there 
is room, the taking of the children, except the smallest, into 
the church, encouraging the children who have parents at 
church to sit with them and to see that those who have not 
parents present sit with the teacher. The smaller children 
will be permitted to leave before the sermon. We do not, as 
a rule, reach the heart by the ordinary Sunday School methods, 


we simply give a smattering of knowledge about the Bible, 
lands and persons. 
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I am not disparaging the Sunday School, but I am con- 
demning the practise of it taking the place of the worship of 
the Church. If children attend Church worship they are apt 
to become interested and learn to love it. The one Church 
in the Islands which has in four years increased 340% in com- 
municants, has a Sunday: School, every member of which goes 
to church. I ask every clergyman to try this method if pos- 
sible and to stop this divorce between the Sunday School and 
the Church worship. ‘Feed my lambs” are the words of 
Christ and those who feed them well after a while have large 
flocks of sheep. 

We are led by the facts stated above to inquire into the 
causes of neglect of the spiritual aid of worship and sacra- 
ments. Various causes could be assigned. A common one 
given a few vears ago was that the new knowledge had led 
men into agnosticism. Today learning and religion have 
adjusted their supposed ditferences in large degree. My ex- 
perience is that the people who neglect the spiritual aid of the 
Church do so not because of unbelief but because they feel no 
need of such aid. “They have inherited Christian traditions 
and conventional usages and are neither unbelievers nor great 
sinners. It is this fact that makes the situation a difficult one. 
Young people know the non-attendants to be living apparently 
about the same way as people devoted to the Church. Some- 
times it seems perhaps that they are more generous, liberal 
and affable then strict church goers. So our young people 
have every inducement to forget the vows they have taken. 

A rational Sunday does not neglect the spiritual side,— 
whatever amusements or recreation a man’s conscience allows 
him to take after worship. 

The great reason for the neglect of spiritual aid to my mind 
is that this is an age above all others of material comforts, 
luxuries, and pleasures. The Church has never considered 
Puritanism the normal state of the Christian mind and heart. 
She has never frowned on amusements, innocent in themselves 
because some abuse them, and in the past she has attracted 
young people to her for this reason. Not long ago young peo- 
ple of many denominations were taught that when they came 
into fellowship with their Church they must give up many 
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things harmless in themselves. The Episcopal Church was 
wordly because it did not forbid certain amusements. Now, 
no one can accuse the Episcopal Church of being worldly by 
comparison with other bodies when amusements are consid- 
ered. I am not objecting to comforts and pleasures, but know 
the ultimate danger to religious and social order of a life 
lived solely for ease, enjoyment and recreation. When these 
usurp all the spare time and energy of men and women, when 
there is no time given to spiritual aids, then they are robbing 
their life of what is best. By giving no time to the culture 
of their spiritual faculties they are bringing on an age of in- 
difference which will lead to that moral decadence which 
always comes after religious decadence. This indifference and 
neglect of religious aids is noted in all parts of the English- 
speaking world today. It is no use to hide the fact that in 
these years of unexampled prosperity, a materialism, joyous, 
confident, self-satisfied has sprung up. Existing conditions 
and ideas of the importance and value of comforts, luxuries 
and pleasures do not conduce to spirituality. There is exist- 
ing a strong tendency among men and women today to lessen 
the importance of attention to religious duties. “‘What is the 
use of going to Church? I enjoy myself far better in my auto- 
mobile or in the country.” They probably never do ask them- 
selves this question: If all people were to neglect religious 
duties and spiritual aids; if all men and women and children 
were.to abandon entirely all connection with religious organi- 
zations ; if devotion to comforts and pleasure was the purpose 
of all outside of business, how long would our race maintain the 
moral qualities which have made it the dominant human factor 
in the world’s real progress? If our race is to be superseded 
it will be because of a decay of moral and spiritual qualities 
and the ultimate degeneration which comes always in course 
of time when religion is neglected. How shall we meet these 
conditions ? 


Efforts are made to reach the people in all sorts of ways,— 
music, instrumental and vocal, good speakers who will interest 
and instruct on social topics. But these things while tem- 
porarily filling churches, do not build them up. If people have 
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not the spirit of worship, if they have not been trained to wor- 
ship God, and if they have not formed the habit of worship, 
they will not long be attracted by concerts and lectures. 

What we need is the building up of the spiritual life of the 
people. I am not disparaging preaching, and no priest does 
his duty who does not give in a sermon the very best that is 
in him, said in the very best and most forcible manner pos- 
sible to him. But preaching alone does not keep people in 
the habit of going to Church. Those Churches which make 
most of preaching are not attended like those where the people 
have been taught and have acquired the spirit of worship. 
We do not need intellectualism as much as we need reaching 
the heart. We should make the worship of the Church the 
vehicle by which the people can pour out their souls to God. 
All cannot agree as to just what they like in the rendering of 
a service, but if there is real spiritual power, reverence. and 
earnestness, shown in a service men know it and feel it. A 
perfunctory lifeless service tells upon the people and makes 
for indifference and neglect. 


Men may try all sorts of methods to draw the people to 
Church, but only one thing: can really build up the Church 
and that is devoted work on the spiritual side. It is well to go 
into institutional work. It is well to try to be helpful to the 
bodies and minds of men, but many seem to forget that the 
truest way to get a man to use his body and mind well and 
rightly is to reach his heart and bring him into captivity, to 
Christ. If you search for the causes for neglect of spiritual 
aids, I believe that the one far reaching cause is the devotion 
to ease, comfort, luxury and pleasure. The spirit of the world, 
~ love of the world, devotion of the world, contentment with 
the things of the world, satisfaction with the pleasure of the 
world—in these we find the cause of a neglect of religious 
duties in these Islands and elsewhere, far more powerful than 
any intellectual difficulty or any wandering in the maze of 
revamped Orientalism, or rehashed heresies. 

Brethren of the Clergy, we must work and pray, we must 
live near to God ourselves, or we shall not get dther people 
to do so. While we live in the world we must not be of the 
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world. We must show by our conduct that we are not worldly 
or self-seeking. 

I am convinced more and more as _1 go about the Islands 
that this Church and her methods, tactfully and earnestly used, 
can win and hold men for Christ. There is not a place where 
we have gone to work which has not shown steady growth. 
Our increase of communicants in the Islands of 16% a year 
for each of the six years since 1902 would certainly show that 
the old tried ways of the Church adapted to our peculiar con- 
ditions, will reach men. I have been quite surprised at several 
men of the old missionary stock telling me that they believed 
our system was better adapted for conditions here than their 
own. Of course if we did not believe this we should not be 
here at work. When Father Alexander went to the Eastern 
States years ago, certain ones there viewed with a kind of 
suspicion the ministerial powers exercised here by the mis- 
sionaries of the American Board. They asked him what sort 
of Church Government they had in the Sandwich Islands. He 
replied: “The government of the Church in the Islands is 
Apostolic.” What he really meant was that authority had 
to be exercised in discipline and government, which authority 
certain people who were only used to a congregation of intel- 
ligent New Englanders, would consider against the principles 
_ of their denomination. 

The fact is in missionary work, whether organizations have 
Bishops or not, they abandon their theories, and what is like 
Episcopal authority is exercised in the persons of superin- 
tendents or the executive officers of Boards. Men learn that 
there must be association and a head and not a group of inde- 
pendent societies in mission work. It is a remarkable fact 
that a large number of the decendents of the Missionaries liv- 
ing here or on the mainland are in the Episcopal Church.. Of 
one stich family I know ten persons who are Churchmen; of 
another seven, of another five and so on. It is like News 
England where representatives of all the old families are 
found increasingly in the Mother Church of the Anglo-Saxon 
race, won by her simple, definite faith, her stability, her wor- 
ship and not least of all by the conviction that this is an Apos- 
tolic Church. 
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This suggests to me another matter which is always on my 
heart, Church Unity. It is borne home to me again and again 
as I go about that the divisions of Christian people are the 
cause of a great waste in these Islands of time, men, energy 
and money. Here for instance are two congregations in a 
place where there are perhaps 150 English-speaking people. 
A man, not of our Church, said to me, “The people who go to 
the two churches are one socially, one in every way, except in 
the matter of going to the same Church. We do not differ in 
our belief in the fundamental principles of the Christian reli- 
gion. Why can’t we worship together?” At another place are 
two Chinese churches, each supported by the contributions 
of outside people, where one man could do the little work 
there is to be done. And so I might go on naming place after 
place, where two or more churches exist which represent 
separations among Christians commenced many years ago, 
and continued now though the shibboliths which divided them 
are forgotten, or the dividing doctrines are no longer of inter- 
est to the people. Iam not blaming anyone for this condition 
remember, perhaps others would blame us, but I do know that 
divisions would cease if we all put Christ before denomina- 
tionalism, and Christianity before sectarianism. I am sure 
that if we seek to know the mind of Christ we shall see that 
it is not His mind that we Christians should be divided up 
with the narrow jealousies and envyings which can not be 
avoided under present conditions. 

I believe now as I did when I came to the Islands that if we 
were all sufficiently free from sectarian ideas, and denomina- 
tional pride, if we were willing to go back to the beginning, 
we Christians in these Islands might teach the world a lesson 
in Christian Unity. As it is we shall go on, we Christian Peo- 
ples, building our little churches, having our little congrega- 
tions, putting up the money to perpetuate divisions, for the 
causes of which we care absolutely nothing and which now 
serve the purpose only of waste and feebleness. We can go 
on thus, but I state my solemn conviction that it is worse than 
wrong, and that we should work and pray that we may all 
be one, that the heathen around us may know that Christ is 
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from God. I have no scheme to propound by which Christians 
may be united. Unity can not be arrived at through some 
modern device or some elaborate scheme. It can only come 
by going back to the beginning, going to Christ and the Apos- 
tles and seeing what history has to say. We can do much 
toward promoting the spirit of unity by preaching Christ in 
word and tife; by courtesy: and charity and friendliness. . In 
one or two instances propositions have been made by our 
clergy, such as having a simple service of hymn, prayer and 
scripture lesson, at one place on one Sunday, and the Prayer 
Book service in the Church on the following Sunday. It was 
a surprise to me to learn how many there were in favor of the 
proposition. I do not blame others for going in where we 
have held the English-speaking field for a long time. I shall 
act in a similar way. I shall do so because I believe we have 
a distinctive message for the people and because I believe 
there is work for us to do and that we can do it, and because 
we stand as we always have for unity. 

I know of no place where there is better feeling among 
Christian people of different names than in these Islands. 
There is no place where such practical unity exists as here in 
the several union churches. I rejoice at it and shall always 
endeavor as heretofore to show my appreciation of work done 
by others and to be thankful for the friendship of Christian 
men of other names, always regretting misunderstanding 
jealousies and the bickerings which come from the rivalry 
which must arise where there are two English services where 
there should be one, with the accompanying difficulty in rais- 
ing a revenue, and the friction of conflicting interests. 

In this connection I would appeal to the clergy and laity for 
generous offerings for the Diocesan Mission fund. The 
money obtained from the quarterly offerings goes to aid and 
support the clergy who minister to white and Hawaiian Eng- 
lish-speaking people. It goes to places which are not able 
fully to support their priest. All that was asked for last year 
was eight hundred dollars or about seventy-five cents per 
communicant. I ask the clergy to do all in their power to 
obtain for the Board of Missions at least one dollar per com-

municant for the next year; this will enable me to open an- 
other station in a neglected place. If it cannot be obtained 
from the quarterly offerings try to get subscriptions. 

It has from the first been my belief that we should direct 
every effort towards reaching the growing English-speaking 
population. It is very difficult for a man in charge of one of 
our stations ministering to English-speaking people to do 
work of any kind among people using other languages. But 
still every opportunity in this direction should be seized. At 
St. Augustine’s, Kohala, there are practically two Sunday 
Schools, one of white and one of Orientals, which meet to- 
gether for a short service and then separate for instruction. 

At St. Paul's, Makapala, there is an English-speaking con- 
gregation composed of white people and part-Hawaiians, 
which meets in the afternoons. There is an English Sunday 
School preceding this service; several baptisms and confirma- 
tions are the result of this work, which is in charge of the 
Rev. Mr. Gunn, assisted by the Rev. Woo Yee Bew. This 
doubling up of congregations in the same building we have 
at several places. St. Peter’s Church, Honolulu, the Chinese 
hold their evening services at 7 p. m. and the Japanese at 8 
o'clock and so far this works well. 

In looking over the whole field I am sure that we can thank 
God and take courage. The number of confirmations is not 
large, but the classes were well prepared and consisted of ex- 
cellent material. The number of baptisms was larger than 
last year, no less than 64 persons baptised being adults. Many 
of these were Orientals. 

In this connection let me say the clergy should use every 
effort to be exact in their parish registers. The names of peo- 
ple should be given in full. It takes effort to get these, but it 
should be done. Too great care can not be exercised in the 
recording of baptisms, marriages and burials. Our records 
are frequently consulted for evidence in matters of inheritance, 
the obtaining of pensions, etc. 

I submit as a part of this address the copy of the journal of 
my official acts. 
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During the year I received two clergy. The Rev. Ronald 
Hilton from the Diocese of New Westminster and the Rev. 
Leopold Kroll from the Diocese of Albany. The Rev. Cecil 
‘Tompkins has been transferred to the Diocese of Canterbury, 
England. 


The list of clergy contains twenty names, seventeen of these 
are engaged in Church work. There is also employed by me 
twenty-six lay workers. 

During the year I have celebrated the Holy Communion 
on forty occasions. I have conducted alone morning or even- 
ing prayer forty times, and have taken a part-of such ser- 
vices on numerous occasions. I have presided at twenty-five 
meetings and have delivered fifty-three sermons, forty-three 
addresses and five lectures. I have officiated at four burials 
at five marriages and have administered baptism to thirty per- 
sons twenty-one of whom were adults. I have acted as chap- 
lain at three public functions during the year. 

We have a unique work here. We minister to many dif- 
ferent races, but we who work among them learn the good 
qualities of each and know that beneath the outward differ- 
ences there is a common hitman nature, a human heart which 
can know God, which can be brought to a sense of the hate- 
fulness of sin and the need of a living, loving Brother and 
Saviour. 

If inclined at any time to become despondent about any 
race think of the best among them and of the failures of many 
of our own kind. , 

I have learned here how much good there is in humanity, 
behind its sins and failings. I have learned the value of 
various ethical systems. But I have learned also that Jesus 
Christ is the illuminator of human life and that where He 
is admitted to the heart life takes on a new meaning and a 
new power. I delight in my children of many races and I 
see more plainly than ever the need that the Gospel be 
preached to all people. We are not working alone for these 
little islands. We are working for the great world. Already 
cheering hopeful earnest loyal words come from our Chris- 
tian people who have returned to the Orient, The words they 
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write agree with a world traveler who is writing a series of 
articles for the press, viz.: that there is no real enlightenment 
without Christ, and no civilization of a high kind can be main- 
tained without it. “There will be no real reform of China,” 
writes one of our boys; “but the reformation that comes from 
hearts enlightened by Jesus Christ.” It is only selfishness and 
lack of vision which depreciates Missionary effort. In speak- 
ing of the Orientals I am not losing sight of the work among 
the Hawaiians. Nothing has rejoiced my heart more than the 
increase of our work among this people and I hope to do much 
more than I have done. 

I call upon the clergy whenever they are not only to 
shepherd those who are ours in loving, care and watchfulness, 
but to reach out when possible to give others the blessings 
which we have and the training and teachings which is a part 
of our system. Let us go to our homes and let the coming 
year be marked by earnest prayers, more earnest work and 
more devoted services than ever before. And now I com- 
mend you to God and to the power of His Grace which is 
able to build you up in all good things that His name may 
be glorified and His kingdom enlarged.

School Reports 


ST. ANDREW’S PRIORY. 


St. Andrew’s Priory, for the school year of 1907 and 1908, 
has enrolled one hundred and eighteen (118) students: sixtv- 
five (65) resident and fifty-three (53) day pupils. Of the ee 
dent number, eight have attended the Normal School, two 
have been assistant at the Priory and one has been engaged 
in outside office work. 

A class of two was graduated in June, both of whom expect 
to attend the Normal School. The fact that a member of the 
class of 1907 received the Normal School diploma after ten 
months of study places our students on the sound basis of a 
high school course at the Priory and of securing the necessary 
diploma with but one year’s attendance at the Normal School. 

The school course at the Priory consists of the usual eight 
grades of the public schools and a three-year’s course which 
is fully equivalent to that of the usual high school. The 
Prayer Book, Bible and Church History are thoroughly 
studied throughout the course under the supervision of the 
chaplain, the Rev. E. T. Simpson, and a Sunday School of 
eight grades is taught by the Priory teachers. A practical 
course in typewriting and stenography is a noticeable feature 
‘of the school. The musical department is in efficient hands; 

the excellent vocal training given has made the services of 
advanced students valuable in the Cathedral choir. Sewing is 
well and practically taught and cooking will be added as soon 
as the new buildings give a place for the same. The expecta- 
tion of fine new buildings for St. Andrew’s Priory will soon be 
an accomplished fact and the usefulness of the school greatly 


increased. 
An able staff of ten teachers has been employed in the work 


of the Priory. 
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IOLANI SCHOOL. 


The past year has been a most successful one. During the 
year there have been thirty-seven boarders and the average 
attendance of day pupils has been fifty-five. 

The purpose of this school is to offer to a boy a thorough 
course in grammar and high school instruction and to sur- 
round him with healthy, homelike influences. 

As a Church School we feel that we must give the very best 

instruction possible, but that character, after all, is the prime 
requisite first, last and always. It will therefore remain the 
controlling purpose of those in authority so to inform and 
develop the moral life of the boys as:to render them fit and 
efficient citizens in the service of God and men. 
_ The instructors, of which there are seven, are competent, 
high-minded men and women, who are teaching, not as a pro- 
fession, but for the good which they can do the boys. An 
effort is made to reach every boy on the personal side, and to 
bring out the best that is in him. 

The instruction is modeled on the most modern American 
graded system, with the text books approved by our best 
schools. We are making arrangements whereby a thorough 
commercial course can be offered. . 

The advantages of the school are many. 

It is the only school for -boys in the Islands with which 
Bishop Restarick has any connection. 

It is situated near the Cathedral and there are short, attrac- 
tive chapel services daily. 

Religious instruction, and careful moral training are a regu- 
lar part of the course. 

The school offers a safe, pleasant home in Honolulu for boys 
from the outlying districts and gives them the opportunity of 
toughing the larger life of the city at the time when this means 
most to them in an educational way. 

An experienced matron has general charge of the boys in 
the matter of clothes, health, etc., and gives such motherly 
oversight to the smaller boys as is needed.
